A Marine spokesman said a 
battalion of the 5th Marine Reg­ 
iment fought a Communist force 
of undetermined size that had 
pounced on two or three Leath­

mortar and automatic weapons 
fire 25 miles south of Da Nang. 
There was no announcement 
of casualties on either side. 
Elements of the 7th Marine 
Regiment battled about 60 uni­ 
formed Viet Cong in Operation 
Arizona, 14 miles southwest of 
Da Nang. The Marines, saying 
nothing about any losses of their 
own, reported killing 15 of the 
Viet Cong. 
A hard-core Communist bat­ 
talion of about 500 men was cut 
to pieces in the Mekong River 
delta Wednesday by U.S. heli­ 
copter gunships and 
artillery 
and a crack South Vietnamese 
division.

With spring brightening the countryside in most 
of the nation, more and more cars will be 
taking to the open road in the months ahead. 
Driving for pleasure is probably the nation’s 
most popular pastime, with good reason. 
But that inviting and peaceful-looking country 
road may be a highway that leads straight to 
the cemetery. 
Rural 
two-lane 
highways 
are the most 
dangerous in the nation, accident statistics 
show. 
The reasons are many: 
narrow lanes; poor 
pavement; inadequate, unsafe design of the

need a unique warning device to alert them 
to the presence of a slow-moving vehicle.

State University developed a SMV emblem that 
now has been adopted as a standard by the 
National Safety Council, the American Society 
of Agricultural Engineers and other safety 
groups. 
The emblem consists of a 16-inch-wide tri­ 
angle with a yellow-orange fluorescent center 
and a red reflective border. The center portion

Tarheels Adopted a 
Construction Wonders 
Fresh Approach 
Of America 


In spite of the high standard of 
living In the United States today, 
there are those In every state 
who are poverty . stricken. 
They are the people who hud­ 
dle together in slum tenements, 
who have no jobs, and who have no 
way of lifting themselves out of 
the mire of poverty and des­ 
pair. 
The state of North Caro­ 
lina has recognized the problem 
of poverty and has taken steps on 
the local level to combat It. 
First, a few facts about North 
Carolina. It has not stood near the 
forefront In education. It has a 
large non-white population, and 
Its per capital Income ranks well 
below the national average. In 
some areas of the state, poverty 
and unemployment have been of 
much concern. How to lift the 
level of earnings of the entire 
state has been of major Interest 
to the leaders over the past sev­ 
eral years. Many efforts have 
been made to boast its economy. 
A determined attempt to bring 
additional 
Industry to the state 
has resulted In much industrial 
growth and thousands of new fac­ 
tory jobs. In the past four years, 
North Carolina's rate of growth 
has tar exceeded that of the nation 
as a whole; but problems of 
poverty and unemployment still 
remain. To attack these prob­ 
lems, the state's leadership has 
adopted a fresh approach and is 
launching an all - out effort to 
determine the causes of unem­ 
ployment and poverty, and to work 
for the 
elimination of these 
causes. 
Significantly, 
the 
state 
is 
launching its own program and 
will not depend upon any nation­ 
wide bureaucracy. The state's 
leaders went to some of the na­ 
tion's large foundations 
and 
sought help in financing the fight 
on poverty. A total of $7 mil­ 
lion was obtained from these 
sources, to be matched by funds 
from other sources. Thus the 
grand total available was $14 mil­ 
lion. 
An organization has been set 
up independent of the 
state's 
executive branch - but functions 
in coordination with it. Headed 
by prkate citizens, its purpose 
Is to wage war on poverty. 
One of the first conclusions 
reached by the group was that 
much of the state's unemploy­ 
ment has its foundation in the 
large number of 
high school

for uneducated 
and unskilled 
workers. 
This is almost the same con­ 
clusion reached about the nation­ 
wide unemployment and which 
prompted the federal attack on 
school dropoutsjPnileikorFs Indi­ 
cate 
that little real progress 
has been made nationaUy. Even 
though 
many former dropouts 
went back to school, they again 
“dropped out." The basic causes 
behind 
their action were not 
recognized, and they are back on 
street corners, once more add­ 
ing to the problem of juvenile 
delinquency. 
The North Carolina 
group, 
however, decided that much of the 
basis for later school dropouts 


could be traced back to the pri­ 
mary grades. Accordingly, the 
first allocation of money to fight 
poverty was $2 million for use In 
primary schools on special pro­ 
grams aimed at eliminating the 
early causative factors that lead 
to the decision to leave school. 
School officials are asked to 
map plans and programs which 
would eliminate these factors, 
and to submit them to the com­ 
mittee on fighting poverty. The 
plans which the committee be­ 
lieves to have the greatest po­ 
tential in stopping dropouts will 
receive grants from the fund. 
The committee and local school 
officials point out that this effort 
is still in the planning stage, and 
that it is only experimental. But 
a great part of its significance 
lies in the fact that efforts are 
being made on the local and state 
level 
to meet a problem which 
many big government advocates 
have contended should be fought 
only at the national level. 
Tills effort is in contrast to the 
growing trend in some areas to 
hand out security and subsistence 
as a dole, to have government 
try to take care of its citizens 
from the highchair to the head­ 
stone. 
Nearly two years ago Jenkin 
Lloyd Jones, noted Tulsa, Okla­ 
homa, newspaper editor, com­ 
mented sagely but sadly, “Re­ 
lief is gradually becoming 
an 
honorable career in America." 
No moral person desires any­ 
one to suffer from the ravages 
of poverty. 
Certainly, our so­ 
ciety must take care of those 
who are unable to provide for 
themselves. 
However, the obligation of all is 
to determine and eradicate the 
causes of poverty, school drop­ 
outs, and unemployment. 
Another example of enlightened 
effort against unemployment was 
displayed by the Aluminum Com­ 
pany of America at its Badin, 
N.C. plant. It is now engaged In 
constructing a modern smelting 
plant on the site of an old smel­ 
ter. Many of its employees, with 
the company 25 years or longer, 
had sufficient skills to do their 
jobs in the old plant, but were not 
prepared to operate the automa­ 
tic machinery in the new plant. 
Did the company serve notice on 
these men that they would belaid 
off when the 
new plant was 
opened? 
On the contrary, the company 
hired Instructors to teach 
the 
fundamentals of reading, writ­ 
ing and arithmetic, thus enabling 
the workers to continue as use­ 
ful employees in the new plant. 
Instead of handouts and relief 
rolls, we need to open the doors 
of opportunity. Some states and 
large corporations are now rec­ 
ognizing this problem. Some lo­ 
cal schools and communities are 
seeking to find a solution. 


These communities and corpor­ 
ations are to be commended for 
their efforts. Once again, this is 
the American way of meeting a 
problem on the local and state 
level. lithe communities,states, 
and coprorations meet their re­ 
sponsibilities, we need not fear 
a federal welfare state.

I thought it was about time 
that feller who writes about 
Missouri heritage got around 
to us who had a lot to do with 
it. TTUs writin* feller uses an 
anniversary peg for humans. 
Well, I'm loaded with his kind 
of ammunition. 
1. It was 141 years ago that 
the first jack was sold in Mis­ 
souri. It was at Columbia and 
owned by Thomas D. Grant and 
his 
name 
was 
Tontalegro. 
(Don't laugh — we've got Span­ 
ish ancestors 1) 
2. 
Capt. William Becknell, 
who blazed the Santa Fe Trail 
in 1821, brought back jacks 
and jennets which were the 
founding stock for mules. 
3. 
By 1857 Missouri had 
become the mule capital of 
the world. In that year James 
H. Adams of Day county of­ 
fered to wager $1000 he could 
show six mules at the St. Louis 
World Fair that would be judged 
better than any six of the same 
class In the United States. No 
takers. 
His Mules won 10 
premiums, and they kept on 
winning ever afterwards. 
Read your history of the San­ 
ta Fe trail and later the cov­ 
ered wagon routes to the West. 
Oxen were used first but they 
were slow and got sore feet. 
Our cousin, the horse, could 
clop along faster than the ox­ 
en, but at the first signs of 
Indians, arrows or gunfire, he 
skittered. 
Us? They said we 
were too dumb to know better, 
but the Indians kept their dis­ 
tance from us because we nev­ 
er got accustomed to all that 
paint and feathers. Those wag­ 
on 
train drivers preferred 
mules. 
Wars? 
Mules proved their 
worth in the war with Mexico. 


Col. Alexander Doniphan, also 
Missourian, 
used them In his 
army and Gen. Zachary Taylor 
always Insisted on them. 
In 
the Civil War Gen.. Grant asked 
for 
Missouri 
soldiers and 
mules. The Confederates liked 
mules, too. The Southern min­ 
strels sang, “ There isn’t a 
halter strong enough to hold 
Jo Shelby’s mules." 
In the Boer war Britain set 
up a mile buying center at 
Lathrop, Mo., and bought 115,- 
000 animals and sent them to 
South Africa. The British called 
us “ard tails." In its war with 
Japan, Russia bought thousands 
of mules, most of them from 
Missouri. 
During the Spanish • Ameri­ 
can war the government spent 
$530,000 for Missouri mules. 
When the first World 
War 
started, Britain again sent rep­ 
resentatives to Lathrop to buy 
■ mules. 
The total number of 
Missouri mules sent to Europe 
In that war was 232,475. 
An Englishman, wrote In 1914, 
“ Missouri entered the war on 
Aug. 4,191*4, because from that 
date the Missouri mule has been 
one of the most important fac­ 
tors of the British Army. I 
have been engaged in France, 
Egypt, Palestine, the Dardanel­ 
les and Saloniki, and every­ 
where the Missouri mule was 
the beast of the burden. 
I 
hope Missourians will be as 
obstinate as their mules when 
the day comes for the diplomats 
to sit around the peace table 
and Germany asks for mercy." 
During World War I Mis­ 
souri mules kept the artillery 
moving, got by on a small oats 
ration, waded through the mud, 
fell Into sheU holes, sniffed the 
gas and were killed by the thous­ 
ands. We didn’t have too much 
to do in World War II., but George 
Patton could hee- haw louder 
than a top sergeant when one of 


his tanks turned on Its side 
and we had to right It. 
Back in 1903 when a mall 
carrier at Macon, Mo., tried 
out one of those new-fangled, 
smoke • belching gasoline bug­ 
gies on his route and came back 
to his sturdy mule, he wrote: 
“A Missouri mule will go where 
no automobile in the land would 
dare go. Nothing will discour­ 
age him. You never have to stop 
and fix him. 
You don't need 
a monkey wrench and kit of 
tools. Difficult roads only en­ 
thuse him to greater efforts. 
A mule eats more than an auto­ 
mobile but he gives greater re­ 
sults." 
West Point always has a mule 
for a mascot. The people of Han­ 
nibal, Mo., began the prac­ 
tice of sending a horse to West 
Point as a mascot but switched 
to mules *way back in 18G11* 
I'd suggest that someone re­ 
design the Missouri state seal, 
and instead of two bears put 
mules on it. 
What (lid bears do for Mis­

they're extinct in Missouri now. 
We're almost that way, too.

Tragic April, 1865 


By Jim Dan Hill 
In the 
Commercial Appeal 
The First Weeks of April, 1865, 
are the saddest In the history 
of our Nation - North and South. 
For the States of the Con­ 
federacy, the handwriting was 
on the wall. But only a few 
were near enough to see the 
wall. 
M. H. Clark, chief 
clerk In 
the office of President Jeffer­ 
son oavis, could read the words. 
He spent 24 hours through the 
day and night of Saturday, 1 
April, 1865, sorting out papers. 
Some he destroyed. Others he 
packed. 
Sunday, 2 April, 
President 
and Mrs. Davis were attending 
services at St. Paul's, Rich­ 
mond, 
Dr. C. F, E. Mtnne- 
ge rode did not pause in his 
soothing sermon as a military 
aide entered with a note. But 
all eyes were on the aide. 
The note was for Mr. Davis. 
All of Lee's reserves were 
in the defense lines. 
Grant 
was outflanking him south and 
west of Petersburg. 
Lee, to 
avoid being surrounded, re­ 
ported he was pulling out while 
he could. Richmond, capital oi 
the Confederacy, was about to 
be lost. 
President Davis remembered: 
“ I quietly rose and left 
the 
church . . .went to my office . . 
assembled the heads of the de­ 
partments . . .gave the needful 
instructions for our removal 
that night." 
The daily newspaper, "Rich­ 
mond Whig" reported: 
"Sud­ 
denly the streets became filled 
with men • . .behind them ex­ 
cited negroes with trunks, bun­ 
dles and luggage , . .All over 
the city it was the same - wa­ 
gons, trunks, bandboxes . . ” 
Mr. M. H. Clark was indeed 
a forehanded office manager. 
The Government Train, Rich­ 
mond and Danville R.R. rolled 
late that evening, laden with 
the Confederate President, his 
cabinet, essential records and 
all the hard money of the en­ 
tire Treasury Department - 
$500,000 in $20 gold coins, 
bars of gold, ingots of silver, 
and Mexican coins. 
The train escort consisted of 
sixty boys, midshipmen from 
the Confederate Naval Academy 
school ship. 
Until Davis was 
captured, 40 days later, 
the 
Confederate government was on 
wheels. 
With victory in sight, there 
should have been joy in the 
North. And such was the case- 
briefly! 
In a 
masterful withdrawal, 
Lee's army appeared to be es­ 
caping. 
But at Appomattox, 
Palm Sunday, 9 April, Lee un­ 
expectedly found his retreat 
'oute blocked. Sheridan's army 
m the Shenandoah VaXlmi had 
overwhelmed Southern 
:here for an unobstructed en­ 


circlement. 
Joy was unrestrained lnWash- 
n?w.n* At Ford's Theater a top 
flight actress, 
Laura Keene, 
was making a smash hit of a 
third rate drama entitled “ Our 
American Cousin." By 13 April 
General Grant was in Wash­ 
ington. 
His purpose was 
an 
oral report defending the chari­ 
table attitude toward Lee and 
his men. All had been paroled 
by Grant and sent home with­ 
out prejudice. 
If course, Grant had 
his 
earlier orders from Lincoln, 
who had already initiated 
in 
Tennessee, 
Louisiana, 
and 
other "liberated" areas 
a 
"Reconstruction" 
program 
of mild forgiving, generosity. 
This was in spite of vin­ 
dictive fire brands who were 
complaining that treason was 
not being made odious. 
The Washington newspapers 
reported 
General and 
Mrs. 
Grant would be guests of the 
Lincolns at the Ford Theater, 
the Good Friday evening 
of 
14 April. 
Entire books, thick 
and 
ponderous, have been written 
of that 
fatal Good Friday. 
Questions dominate the books. 
For example, why did 
the 
Grants cancel out? The Lin­ 
colns went with a young ma­ 
jor and his fiancee. 
Some books view 
everyone 
with dark suspicion. 
Some 
even suggest the Secretary of 
War was in the plot. 
Other 
books exonerate almost every­ 
body except John Wilkes Booth, 
a most famous and highly paid 
actor of his day. 
That afternoon Lincoln 
was 
told that Jacob Thompson, erst­ 
while Mississippi congressman 
and Secretary of the Interior 
under President Buchanan, was 
escaping to England through 
a Northern port. 
He had been 
identified as the secret agent 
who from Canada had instigated 
sabotage and arson in Northern 
cities. 
Should Thompson 
be 
arrested? 
"No, I rather think 
not," 
Lincoln drawled. 
"When you 
have an elenhan» by the hind 
leg, and he is trying to run 
away, it is best to let 
him 
run." 
It was Lincoln's last 
of many generous decisions to 
be sustained by humorous logic. 
Shock and 
sorrow 
swept 
the nation. 
The results were 
far more tragic for the South 
than for the North. 


And Jacob Thompson, 
last 
beneficiary of the 
Lincolnian 
clemency, what of him? 
He 
did "escape" and lived 
in 
Canada and England for a time. 
He returned about three years 
later to practice law 
in 
Memphis. There he died about 
1885, but not until he had taken 
pecaeaittion and 
abuse 
by 
Federal officials through the 
Grant Administration.

IN PUBLIC ADDRESSES re­ 
cently, the Assistant Attorney 
General in charge of the Anti­ 
trust Division of the Depart­ 
ment of Justice has been ar­ 
guing, in effect, that a large 
business in competition with a 
smaller company should not be 
allowed to spend more money on 
salesmanship and promotion of 
the merits of its products than 
the competitor is able to do. 
This is supposed to be a way 
to squelch 
"unfair competi­ 
tion" and to attempt to equa­ 
lize the economic status of com­ 
panies striving to get a larger 
part of the market. Actually, 
it is not less than the introduc­ 
tion of a technique of govern­ 
mental regulation which might 
be understandable in a social­ 
istic state but which comes as 
a surprise in a country that has 
faced so well without such to­ 
talitarian rules. 
For freedom of salesmanship 
has made possible the growth 
and success of the American 
system and to forbid the use of 
too large an amount of ingenuity 
could lead conceivably to a lim­ 
itation on the number or kind of 
inventions for which a company 
might acquire patents. Had such 
a restriction been applied in 
past decades, it might have been 
ruled that the airplens hould 
not be allowed to take business 
away from the railroads and 
that trucks should be permit­ 
ted to make only a limited use 
of the highways so as not to in­ 
jure 
competing methods of 
transporation. 
Might it not be contended also 
that a large company enjoys an 
unfair advantage in being able to 
employ a considerable amount 
of brain power—not only by en­ 
gaging many efficient execu­ 
tives but by increasing the num­ 
ber of salesmen — whereas the 
smaller company find it too 
expensive to hire as big a staff? 
“ UNFAIR COMPETITION" is 
a phrase that has often been in­ 
terpreted in the past to mean 
the use of unfair devices, such 
as mlrepresentation. 
It is a 
Proper function of Government 
to ascertain whether any fraud­ 
ulent claims are made in eith- 
er the spoke or written words 
°f salesmanship in the promo­ 
tion of a product or service. 
But it is certainly not "un­ 
fair" to be more skillful or to 
use more intensive sales meth­ 
ods than those of a competitor. 
The various media through 
which such promotion is con­ 
veyed to the public is prob- 
ably would not be advertsely, 
affectecL because presumably 
what

would be offset to some ex­ 
tent by the increase in selling 
effort that the smaller busi­ 
ness might eventualy be able 
to make. But the proposed acts 
of governmental interference 
could be an ominous develop­ 
ment. 
Thus, hp chief of the Anti­ 
trust Divison says that, while 
promotional 
expenditures 
in 
themselves "were and are law­ 
ful," limitations now should be 
imposed as a penalty in remed­ 
ial 
decrees whenever viola­ 
tions of other phases of the an­ 
titrust laws are found. 
Furthermore, the Antitrust of­ 
ficial says that current poli­ 
cies 
dealing with monopoly 
"may well need to be sup­ 
plemented by those concerned 
directly with the adverse influ­ 
ences of advertising and other 
promotional efforts on compe­ 
tition." 
But what is "monopoly"? We 
have seen rulings handed down 
which hold that, when two or 
more grocery chains merge — 
even though they have less than 
ten per cent of the total mar­ 
ket of a city — the consolida­ 
tion is "incipient monopoly." 
The owners of large business­ 
es today are no longer a few- 
persons but a vast number of 
stockholders. 
If they have in­ 
vested their money in a com­ 
pany which has sufficient brain 
power to gain more of the mar­ 
ket, is the Federal Government 
justified in subsidizing the less 
fortunate group of stockholders 
of a competing 
company? Is 
"risk capital" to be subject 
now to a further hazard — gov­ 
ernmental intervention? 
The main objective of Com­ 
munism is equalization, irre­ 
spective of individual ability. 
The businesses in the Commun­ 
ist state are subject to the de­ 
crees of government which set 
the pay and allocate the mar­ 
kets in which products may be 
sold. 
Government regulation of bus­ 
iness in America has already 
begun to affect the national ec­ 
onomy. 
The Government uses 
its power to influence prices, 
though there is no law author­ 
izing such a procedure. By the 
allocation of defense contracts 
and by the dumping on the mar­ 
ket of huge quanities of sur­ 
plus products, pressures have 
been exerted by Government in 
the last few years to control 
prices. 
Government can be helpful in 
encouraging free enterprise, 
but it also can be disruptive 
and demoralizing. Attempts to 
limit the sales force a com-

not stimulate but will retard 
free enterprise.

Thomas Clement 
Fletcher, 
who served as Missouri’s 18th 
governor during one of 
the 
state's most perilous periods, 
was the state’s first 
native- 
born chief executive, the first 
Republican 
and, at 37, 
the 
youngest to be elected to the 
office. 
He was born 140 years ago 
at Herculaneum, the 
seat of 


Jefferson County, the descen­ 
dant of a Maryland slave - own­ 
ing family. At the age of 17 he 
went 
to work In the circuit 
clerk's office and on May 25, 
1846, he was appointed deputy 
cltcult clerk. Three years la­ 
ter, at 22, he was elected cir­ 
cuit clerk. 
He read law and In 1855 he 
was admitted to the Missouri 
bar. 
A year later he became 
land agent for a railroad, moved 
to St. Louis and a short time 
later he and his brother-in- 
law, Louis J. Rankin, laid out 
the city of De Soto in Jeffer­ 
son County. 
The slavery question worried 
the young man. His family had 
owned slaves. He had lieen an 
ardent Benton Democrat but he 
made the break, joined the Re­ 
publican party, became an a r­ 
dent supporter of Abraham Lin­ 
coln and a delegate to the na­ 
tional Republican convention in 
1860. 
The Civil war had much to do 
with shaping his political future 
although this all came about In 
an oblique manner. 
He was appointed provost mar­ 
shal - general at St. Louis at 
the start of the war. In 1862 he 


was a colonel in the 31st Mis­ 
souri Infantry, wounded 
and 
captured at Chickasaw Bayou, 
December 29, 1862, 
confined 
to Libby prison and released 
in May 1863, on an exchange of 
prisoners. 
He returned to his Missouri 
regiment and was present at the 
fall of Vicksburg and the battle 
of Chattanooga. While he com­ 
manded a brigade under Gen­ 
eral Sherman In the 
latter’s 
march through the South, 
the 
Radical 
Republicans back in 
Missouri nominated him as a 
candidate for governor. 
He became ill and Sherman re­ 
leased him. He returned to Mis­ 
souri, recovered, organized two 
regiments and was 
second In 
command at Pilot Knob 
when 
Sterling 
Price’s dash across 
Missouri, 
recovered, 
or­ 
ganized two regiments and was 
second in command at 
Pilot 
Knob 
Sterling 
Price's dash 
across Missouri was delayed. 
Lincoln brevetted him 
a bri- 
gauler general. 
Fletcher had little time 
to 
campaign but it seemingly was 
not necessary. He carried Mis­ 
souri by a 42,000 
majority, 
2,000 more than President Lin - 
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coin’s majority, defeating Tho­ 
mas L. Price, a former lieu­ 
tenant governor and first mayor 
of Jefferson City. 
Fletcher said In his Inaugural 
address, "In the name of truth, 
of justice, of freedom and of 
progress, God has permitted us 
a political triumph, bringing 
with it the 
solemn responsi­ 
bility of promoting those great 
principles by an enforcement of 
the fundamental law for secur­ 
ing the peace, happiness 
and 
prosperity of the people of the 
state. Being victorious every­ 
where, let 
magnaminity now 
distinguish our action, 
and 
having nothing more to ask for 
party let us, 
forgetful of our 
past differences, seek only to 
promote the general good 
of 
the poeple of the 
whole com­ 
monwealth." 
Although Fletcher was a Radi­ 
cal Republican, he 
wasn't as 
"radical” as many believed. 
He felt that the new consti­ 
tution placed too many limita­ 
tions on the power of the peo­ 
ple, that some provisions might

become Inapplicable to a pro­ 
gressive people, that 
certain 
clauses discriminated against 
the Negroes and that the suf­ 
frage qualifications would dis­ 
enfranchise loyal men. 
A short time after taking of­ 
fice he recommended repeal of 
the odious test oath of loyalty 
as it applied to minlstars, law­ 
yers, teachers and professional 
people. 
He 
reduced the state debt, 
raised taxes, improved the pub­ 
lic 
school 
system, drew the 
first general revenue appro- 
ptration from the Legislature 
for the University of Missouri, 
recommended 
state training 
schools for teachers and sold 
railroads that had failed to pay 
Interest on state 
-guaranteed 
bonds.

Care And Cooking 
Of Country Ham 


By Hoyt Alden 
WHEN I WAS 
a kid in Arkan­ 
sas the only kind of ham we had 
was country-cured ham and we 
just took it for granted along with 
fresh-laid eggs and cream so 
thick you had to dip it with a 
spoon. 
Most city people, when they en­ 
counter country ham for the first 
tim e, are inclined to know why 
someone hasn’t told them about it 
before and where can you get 
them? 
It’s become an “ in” thing to 
serve country ham and there are 
New York restaurants that sell it 
as if it were caviar. One reason 
for that, of course, may be that 
nowadays it costs about as much 
as caviar, pound for pound. 
Anyway, we’ve been getting in­ 
quiries about how to approach 
a country ham and we should warn 
anyone who doesn’t know better 
that you don’t just cover them with 
m olasses and brown sugar and 


it a little tougher than the left. 
Soak it overnight. 
Then boil 
it in a quart of either Burgundy 
or claret mixed with half a pint 
of brandy and a quart of apple 
cider. 
Boil it gently until it ts 
tender. 
Remove the excess fat, stud it 
with cloves and coat it with 
moistened 
brown sugar. 
Put 
pineapple rings on top and then 
bake the ham in a hot oven for 
half an hour. 
You don’t have to bake country 
ham. 
It’s wonderful fried. Just 
cut your slices, not too thick, 
and fry them in the skillet. Then 
pour in a little water to make red­ 
eye gravy and if you happen to 
have some corn bread around 
you’ll know it’s true what they say 
about the South. 
Country style ham and eggs are 
just about as good a breakfast as 
you can put together. Take a cen­ 
te r slice of country ham about a 


that has not been absorbed. To 
every ham allow half a pound of 
brown sugar, half a teaspoon of 
black pepper and half a teaspoon 


of saltpeter ground fine. Into the 
hock rub fine red pepper, also 
around the hipjoint. Rubthe mix­ 
ture of sugar, pepper and saltpe­ 
te r well into the hams, packing 
back the salt not dissolved. 


Put the hams back in the box, 
skin side down and let them stay 
.’o r six weeks. 
Then hang them 
and 
smoke 
them with hickory 
wood for six days, five or six 
hours each day. Tie them in bags, 
dip them in a medium thin white­ 
wash and hang them up again. 
They should be ready to eat in 
six months.

IT’s all rather odd actually, 
for this man is quite unknown 
to me in the usual sense. I have 
never seen him, nor heard his 
voice, nor have I seen a picture 
of him or known anyone whoever 
knew him. 
Yet I know what he thought about, 
what the purpose of his life was, 
and I think I know what he looked 
like. 
At tim es, as I read his 
burning yet reasoned words, I 
think I can hear his voice. 
At first I only knew his name, 
Pico della Mirandola, said to be 
the loveliest name in any lan­ 
guage. 
Then I met him everywhere, and 
every time his name appeared, a 
new, bright facet of his being or 
thought was seen. 
One day, in a dusty secondhand 
bookshop on Fourth Avenue in the 
heart of New Y'ork, I found a worn, 
slim volume with his magic name 
on the cover. 
It was a transla­ 
tion of his Oration on the Dignity 
of Man. 
What a find! 
His own 
words, written 500 years ago, 
to be had for almost a song! 
He was young, he was hand­ 
some, he was brilliant. 
He 
came forth as with the sound of 
trum pets 
and viols and flutes 
from the fear, darkness and ig­ 
norance of the Middle Ages, into 
the dazzling glory of the Renais­ 
sance. 
Born in 1463, he was a son of 
the princely house of Mirandola. 
From the moment he could read 
he devoted his life to the pur­ 
suit of knowledge. From the Uni­ 
versity of Bologna he wandered 
from " " ’"orsity to university in 


Italy and France for seven years. 
He felt, according to Pater, that 
there was a spirit of order and 
beauty in knowledge which would 
come Jown and unite what men’s 
ignorance had divided, and r e ­ 
new what time had made dim. 
The Renaissance saw a great 
and transcendent flowering of the 
arts. It is glorious also because 
man rose then from the night of 
fear and superstition, from a 
sense of helpless bondage to de­ 
monic powers, to an awareness 
of human dignity, of the splendor 
of the human condition, which 
may rise, if it will, all gold from 
its mortal cerem ents, reflect­ 
ing the glory of its Creator and 
Father. 
He was the first to proclaim, 
since the golden days of Greece, 
the dignity of man. By that, he 
meant, in his own words, “ that 
high nobility of disciplined re a ­ 
son and imagination, human na­ 
ture 
as redeemed 
by Christ, 
the uplifting of the truly human 
person though an exercise of 
soul and mind.’’ 
Few though his words were, 
they have come down to us and 
burn still with the clear, bright 
flame of youth and truth. 
P er­ 
haps much of what he said then 
would 
not 
satisfy his mature 
mind, as it does not quite sa tis­ 
fy us. 
Nevertheless, he spoke 
to his times, and he speaks to 
ours, coming to us with im m or­ 
tal freshness and vitality, illu­ 
minating our minds by the “ ef­ 
fulgence of truth.’* 
He became a member of the Do­ 
rn incan order at the last, ded­ 
icating his life, so he hoped, to 
walking barefoot 
through 
the 


countryside, 
liroclaimlng 
the 
glory and magnlficance of man 
made in the image of God. 
But that was not to be. At 31, 
supported by the sacram ents and 
prayers of the great Savonarola, 
he died and was l>uried in F lor­ 
ence. 
Nothing destroys truth nor dims 
its piercing hght, nor negates its 
immortal value. 
The words of 
Socrates, 
of 
Mirandola, 
of 
Shakespeare, of Aesop speak to 
the condition of man and endure 
as long as man lives and thinks 
and rem em bers. 
“ No power can die that ever 
wrought for truth, 
Thereby a law of Nature it be­ 
came, 
And lives unwithered in its sin­ 
ewy youth, 
When he that called it forth is 
but a name.”

Easing Water Shortages

“ Ground water 
resources” ts 
a subject you’ll be 
hearing 
a lot about in 1967, as political, 
economic and civic leaders tackle 
the problem of what to do about 
our nation’s water supply prob­ 
lems. 
These 
problems 
have been 
growing 
in 
intensity, 
due to 
chronic droughts as well as the 
increasing contamination 
and 
pollution of surface 
waters - 
rivers, lakes and other stream s- 
by Industrial wastes and sewage. 
These water supply 
problems 
are multiplying at a time when 
the nation’s water needs are more 
that doubling, due to population 
growth and the vast use 
of 
water 
in 
industrial and tech­ 
nological processes. 
The oceans are a great potential 
source of water, but low-cost 
means of desalinization 
first 
must be found to make the use 
of these surface waters practi­ 
cal. 
So far, this has not been 
the case. 
Ground water, as the 
name 
implies, is the fresh water found 
in underground rock formations. 
According to the Plumbing-Heat- 
ing-Cooling Information Bureau, 
there is a virtually inexhaustible 
supply of such water. 
In fact, 
it accounts for more than 
95 
percent of the fresh water avail­ 
able in the United States today, 
and it is likely to play a growing 
role in our water management 
program s. 
While efforts to make more of 
our surface (water supply safe and 
usable will be intensified, 
the 
profusion of fresh water 
right 


under all of us is being 
re­ 
discovered and the 
individual 
well is expected to enjoy a new 
“ boom” in the next few years. 
To 10 million American families 
representing 26 percent of 
the 
population, the individual well is 
old hat, since they depend uj>on 
it entirely for their water supply. 
New wells are being 
drilled at 
the rate of 1 , 0 0 0 a day. About 50,- 
000 of the new wells 
drilled 
each year are in areas 
with 
municipal water supplies, and 
their owners use them as a sup­ 
plemental source of water 
to 
help the family cope with 
re­ 
curring municipal water short­ 
ages. Their number is expected 
to at least double in the 
next 
few years. 
As has been pointed out, one 
of the reasons for the growing 
popularity of the 
Individual 
water system is the availability 
of ground water. Another is the 
tremendous progress made 
in 
recent years in well-drilling and 
pumping methods. 
The modern pump is electrically 
operated, extremely compact and 
virtually maintenance-free. One 
of the fastest growing pumps is 
the submersible, which is about 
three feet long and four inches 
in diam eter.

THE TAXI driver must have 
had a bad day. “ Too many peo­ 
ple,” he muttered, weaving his 
way through the evening rush- 
hour traffic. 
As if to himself, he went 
on: “ I don't know anymore what 
it's all about. . . all this rushing 
and building and going to the 
moon. . . There's nothin* to it 
because it's all goin' to end in 
the big bang anyway” . 
Our valiant though futile at­ 
tempt 
to solve the riddle of 
mankind and of life in about 
three minutes was not success­ 
ful. 
“ If God's around why don't 
He do something then?” 
We felt disturbed and troubled 
afterwards, realizing that he 
is only one of untold thousands 
who feel the same way, men 
and women who, beset by doubt 
and nearly floored by the gen­ 
eral sense 
of malaise abroad 
in the world today, shrug their 
shoulders and say, “ What's the 
use?” 
Thinking 
about this 
and 
wondering what, 
beside plati­ 
tudes, the believer has to offer 
in affirmation of faith, 
we 
turned to a new book — new to 
us, although published some 
years ago. It is The Shaking of 
the Foundations by Paul Tillich. 
Admittedly, 
Tillich 
makes 
rough going for the lay reader. 
One struggles on, feeling one 
should listen to this great con­ 
temporary voice, yet only able 
to catch glimpses of the truths 
he is speaking. 
This book, 
however, is dif­ 
ferent. It is a collection 
of 
serm ons prepared for the laity 
by 
one “ who is struggling to 
understand the work of the Eter- 
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nal in the events of time and 
circum stances.” 
The first 
chapter is on the 
shaking of the foundations and 
is prefaced by two extracts 
from 
Jerem iah 4:23 - 30, and 
Isaiah 23:18-20, wherein both 
writers speak of the utter ruin 
and desolation of the earth. . . 
“the land in flight. . . every 
city abandoned. . . earth breaks 
in pieces. . . the foundations 
of the earth do shake.” 
As Tillich points out, 
in | 
centuries 
past these 
words | 
meant little or nothing. Today 
men 
now living have 
ex­ 
perienced 
their full horror. 
“ This is no longer vision; it 
has become physics.” 
Not only is this shaking and 
crumbling seen in the physical 
world, but in the ordinary, ev­ 
eryday 
living 
of 
mankind, 
chaos and confusion reign. 
The Church, taken unawares 
by a startling 
advance 
of 
scientific 
knowledge, is going 
through a period of torturous 
reappraisal. 
A lot of rubbish has been writ­ 
ten about God being dead. This 
has unsettled 
and disturbed 
many. The values, ethics, and 
morals by which men lived are 
no longer what they w ere. The 
foundations are shaken. 
“ My kindness shall not 
de­ 
part from thee, nor shall the 
convenant of my peace be re­ 
moved. . .the world itself shall 
crumble but my righteousness 
shall be forever and my salva­ 
tion 
knows no end.” He is the 
foundation on which all founda­ 
tions 
a re 
laid, and 
this 
foundation cannot be shaken. 
• Lord, in Thy light, 
may we 
see through the crumbling of a 
world, the Rock of eternity and 
the salvation which has no end. 
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Steaks-Which Are 
The Broilables 


Steaks are undoubtedly one of 
this country’s favorite cuts of 
beef — and a leading choice for 
outdoor cooking. 
But you can’t just walk into a 
food store and pick up any steak 
and expect the desired juicy, ten­ 
der, flavorful results. 
Nutri­ 
tionally, one steak is as good as 
the next, and they all taste great 
when properly cooked. But, there 
are broilables . . . and there are 
others. 


For best results, advises the 
Consumer and Marketing Service 
of the D. S. Department of Agri­ 
culture, look for the U.S. grade 
mark. 
U. S. Prime and U. S. 
Choice grades of beef make fine 
outdoor cookery subjects. 
These higher grades have a 
greater proportion of meat to 
bone. Also, they are character­ 
istically juicy, tender and flav­ 
orful. 


Some U.S. Good meat can be 
broiled, but you should not ex­ 
pect the same fine eating as the 
higher grades will provide. Mar­ 
inating is advised, as this grade 
will not be as tender nor as juicy 
as Prime or choice. 
Now you are ready to look over 
the kinds of steak offered. 
PORTERHOUSE 
generally is 
considered the “ best” steak — 
the one to serve to company you 
want to impress. It probably is 
the highest priced steak, but 
broils perfectly. 
Look for por­ 


terhouse to have a T-shaped bone, 
plus tenderloin. 
T-BONE steaks have less ten­ 
derloin than porterhouse, but are 
otherwise very similar. The bone 
for which they are named makes 
these broilables easy to spot. 
CLUB steaks have no tenderloin, 
so usually sell for a little less 
than their “ cousin” cuts, porter­ 
house and T-bone. They are sized 
well for individual servings. 
SIRLOIN are more variable in 
tenderness and amount of bone 
than the previously mentioned 
steaks. 
choose carefully for 
minimum of bone. Because this 
steak is quite large it is some­ 
times sold by halves. Top sir­ 
loin is more tender than bottom 
sirloin. 
RIB or RIB EYE steaks com­ 
pare well with others. 
They 
boast the tenderness and flavor 
of the highly valued rib roast. 
ROUND steak is an economical 
cut, having little waste. U. S. 
Prime grade can be broiled if you 
desire, but because it is less ten­ 
der than other steaks, lower 
grades give better results when 
braised. 
For very special occasions, you 
might want to consider a strictly 
tenderloin steak -- no bone -- 
FILET MIGNON. 
One final suggestion: no mat­ 
ter what kind of steak you decide 
upon, choose one at least an inch 
thick.

_Jion American lives. 
Ironically enough, the United 
Nations - supported by Ameri­ 
can policy - is concentrating 
today not on the menace of nu­ 
clear force by major powers 
but on the 
enforcement 
of 
sanctions designed to repress a 
white minority in Rhodesia. By 
contrast, not a thing is being 
done to emancipate the hun­ 
dreds of millions of enslaved 
people 
in Eastern 
Europe 
and Asia. 
Why is the 
United Nations, 
including 
the United 
States 
Government, so ready to punish 
the white minority in Rhodesia 
but unwilling to impose a trade 
embargo in analogous situa­ 
tions? Majorities 
are being 
oppressed by minority rule in 
East 
Germany, 
Poland, 
Czechoslovakia, Bulgaria, Ru­ 
mania, Hungary, 
Lithuania, 
Latvia and Estonia. This is 
the case also with the 250 mil­ 
lion people in Red China who are 
being deprived of the right of 
self-determination. 
The United Nation’s char­ 
ter, moreover, is 
being re­ 
peatedly violated by 
both the 
Soviet 
Union and Red China 
as they assist the aggressor 
from North Vietnam in the ef­ 
fort to conquer South Viet­ 
nam. 
The 
Soviet Union and Red 
China indeed are openly par­ 
ticipating in the aggression in 
Southeast 
Asia. The troops 
which they arm are being de­ 
ployed against the forces of 
the United States and its allies 
who are striving to preserve the 
freedom of small nations. 
Even though the 
American 
and allied armies are engaged 
in an idealistic mission to 
protect the people of 
South 
Vietnam, the United Nations 
is indiffierent 
to the com­ 
munist aggression. Also, the 
free governments of Western 
Europe are not speaking out 
in defense of the very princi­ 
ples which were at stake in 
two world wars and were vin­ 
dicated by huge sacrifices. 
In Europe 
there is disunity. 
Why is General de Gaulle un­ 
willing to join in the 
defense 
plans 
of free nations, though 
France itself has 
twice been 
saved by the 
sacrifices 
of 
other countries, 
particularly) 
the United States? 
Why are 
the people of 
Great 
Britain | 
willing 
to trade 
wl&h 
an 
enemy 
which 
is helping' to I 
kill American boys today? Why 
is there no concerted action by 
the Western 
Alliance? 
We 
hear only about the die Integra - 
Treaty 


Organization. 
The press in many lands is 
filled, meanwhile, with accusa­ 
tions against the United States 
as if America were herself 
engaged in a war of aggres­ 
sion instead of in an altruis­ 
tic endeavor for the benefit of 
the whole world. 
The threats to world peace 
are plain to see. The cupidity 
and 
ambition of 
minority 
groups which rule the Soviet 
Union and 
Red China, re­ 
spectively, are all too appar­ 
ent. 
When will the eyes of the 
world be focused on the true 
enemies - the cliques of irre­ 
sponsible men who can pull the 
trigger at any moment or can 
intimidate vast numbers 
of 
people on the European and 
Asiatic continents and cause 
them to bow to the will of a 
txrhnnical njgime?^

TPnder these disturbing con­ 
ditions, why is there no dis­ 
cussion publicly in the United 
Nations about the possible con­ 
sequences - a third world war? 
It is the function of the United 
Nations and of every govern­ 
ment to speak up in defense 
of human liberty. 
The best hope for peace lies 
not in appeasing 
dictatorial 
rulers but in

Widows 
Haunted 
By Fire 


EDITOR’S NOTE—Just when 
they think the pain is finally 
fading, it comes back to hurt 
again. And then the everlasting, 
lonely nights start over. They 
are the widows— and the or­ 
phans—of 12 firemen who per­ 
ished Oct. 17, 1966, in the worst 
tragedy in the history of the 
New York 
Fire 
Department. 
Fathers Day is June 18, but in 
12 New York homes, at least, 
the usual gaiety will be absent.

NEW YORK (AP) - “ It’s a 
strange feeling, thinking he’s 
just at work and tonight maybe 
he’ll be home. Then the night 
comes and the house is quiet. 
The kids are in bed. But he 
doesn’t come home. He never 
comes home.” 
And Virginia Hlggens knows 
he never will. 
Walter 
Hlggens, 
battalion 
chief, New York City Fire De­ 
partment, died last Oct. 17 with 
11 other firemen in the worst 
tragedy in the department’s his­ 
tory. 
In the boiling black smoke 
and the stench of burning chem­ 
icals, the weakened floor of a 
75-year-old 
building 
collapsed 
into an incinerating Are, drop* 
ping the men in after it. 
The block-long scar of gutted 
buildings at Broadway and 22nd 


Street has long 
since 
been 
taaled by bulldozers and cov­ 
ered over with an asphalt park­ 
ing lot. 
But for 12 widows and 36 chil­ 
dren, the pain cannot be pushed 
away or covered over. 
“ It’s the way they died, that’s 
what keeps you awake,” said 
Mrs. Joseph Priore. “ Tnat was 
the 
hardest 
adjustment 
to 
make.” 
Jeanette Kaminsky, who lost 
ter husband, Rudolph, after 15 
years of marriage, has found 
some comfort in her two daugh­ 
ters, Glorlanne, 12, and Rose 
Marie, 13, who have done their 
best to make the adjustment 
easier. 
“ Rose Marie isn’t the type to 
break down, but every once in a 
while she goes to her room and 
closes the door,” Mrs. Kamin­ 
sky said. “ It got to Glorlanne 
too. Her father used to have pet 
names for her and once, by mis­ 
take, I called her by one of 
those names. She said, 'Mom­ 
my, please don’t call me that. 
That was 
Daddy’s name for 
me.’ 
“ They hear in school what 
their friends are doing with 
their fathers and they come 
home and tell me. That’s when I 
can see their misery although 
they try to hide it because 
they’re trying to bolster me. It’s 
especially bad now that Fathers 
Day is coming. That used to be 
such 
a 
celebration 
in 
our 
house.” 
Daniel Rey, 26, was a proba­ 
tionary fireman who followed 
his father and older brother into 
the department. He had never 
been called out on a big fire be­ 
fore. 
For eight months, 
Virginia 
Rey has been haunted by the 
question, “ How did he know?” 
She recalled: “ He used to say 
to me, 'You know honey, I know 
that when the first big fire 
comes, I won’t come home. I 
know I’ll never come back.’ He 
knew he was going to die in the 
Fire Department. 
“ The night of the fire his 
mother called him at the fire 
house. He told her, ‘Nothing big 
has happened yet but I have the 
feeling it’ll be tonight. The big 
one’s going to come tonight.’ 
“ How did he know?” 
People who never knew that 
a Walter Higgens or a Thomas 
Reilly or a William McCarron 
or a Carl Lee had existed lined 
the streets to pay respects— and 
sometimes to weep— as flag- 
draped fire engines bore their 
bodies to funeral sites. 
People who had never met 
John Finley, John Berry, James 
Galanaugh, Bernard Tepper or 
Joseph Kelly felt instinctively 
that their wives and children 
might need help. 
Thousands sent their checks 
and their dollars and their coins 
to help ease the financial crisis. 
The resulting fund, which now 
totals more than $646,000, will 
provide an average of nearly 
$54,000 per family. 
But along with these thou­ 
sands of people, there also was 
a share of sick ones, the type 
who make anonymous, profane 
and insulting telephone calls. 
Several women reported a 
rash of the m after the fire. Doro­ 
thy Tepper changed her tele­ 
phone number three times and 
finally had it unlisted. 
But in comparison to those 
who genuinely wanted to help, 
the sick ones were few. 
The fund, plus Social Security 
and pension payments, will per 
mit most of the women to re­ 
main with their children instead 
of going to work. But in some 
cases, that freedom also gives 
the women too much idle time 
to think. 
Ethel and John Finley cele­ 
brated their 30th wedding anni 
versary last Oct. 14. Three days 
later their marriage died in the 
fire. Three of the four Finley 
children are grown and away 
from home. Only Joseph, 11, 
remains. 
“ There just wasn’t enough for 
me to do,” Mrs. Finley said. 
“ I’d sit around and be misera 
ble most of the time. So I took a 
job two days a week as a volun 
teer nurses aide. It helps to get 
your mind off your own grief 
and concentrate on somebody 
else’s pain.” 
For Marie Reilly and Dorothy 
Tepper, remembering is so ter. 
rlble that they won't talk about 
it. “ We still expect him to come 
home,” Mrs. Reilly said. “ I’d 
rather not talk about it. I’m not 
that strong yet.” 
Some who think they have the 
strength, 
find 
that 
they’re 
wrong. 
“ Yesterday I saw the monu­ 
ment on his grave for the first 
time,” Grace Priore said softly. 
“ You think you have full control 
and then something like that 
comes up. It’s the little things 
that shake you.” 
Often the little things are the 
children. 
Winifred McCarron has three 
sons, the youngest aged 3. 
“ The baby talks about him 
constantly,” 
she 
said. 
“ It 
doesn’t bother me unless I’m 
having one of my bad days. 
Then I’ll break.” 
Ann Kelly’s son, Darin, is 6. 
“ I thought he was still too 
young to really know,” Mrs. 
Kelly said. “ But once in a while 
he’ll come across things we 
have in the house that remind 
him of his father. He remem­ 
bers how his father taught him 
how to move the typewriter car­ 
riage back and forth. Some­ 
times he walks to the desk and 
just stands there moving it, 
over and over. 
“ Those are the times I think 
he hurts.”

The first of five workshops designed to help 
elementary and s e c o n d a r y schools improve their 
instruction through regular use of the 
daily 
newspaper in the classroom will be held at the 
University of Iowa, June 18-30. The two-week 
sessions are sponsored in this country by the 
American 
Newspaper Publishers Association 
and the National Council for the Social Studies. 
The second will be held at the University of 
California, Los Angeles, June 25-July 7; the 
third at Syracuse University, July 9-21, and the 
fourth at the University of Georgia, July 23- 
Aug. 4. 
A fifth, sponsored by the Canadian 
Daily Newspaper Publishers Association, will 
be held at the University of Waterloo, Ont., 
July 23-29. 
These will not be journalism seminars. Stan­ 
ford Smith, general manger of the AN PA Founda­ 
tion, says: 
“The focus of this program is to 
develop critical readers and better citizens, 
rather than to train w riters.” 
In a somewhat related development, the pro­ 
posed “ Failing Newspaper Act” (S 1312) is 
beginning to move in the U.S. Senate. 
This 
would partially relieve newspapers from 
the 
antitrust laws by allowing two of them to use 
the same plant and business offices so long 
as they remained corporately and editorially 
separate. 
The measure arises from a Justice Depart­ 
ment suit against two Tucson newspapers which 
have been operating jointly since 1940. Papers 
which have combined plants in other cities 
are threatened - the cities include San Francisco, 
Honolulu, Evm sville, Ind., Fort Wayne, Shreve­ 
port, Albuquerque, Tulsa, Franklin and Oil City, 
Pa., Nashville, El Paso, Salt Lake City, and 
Charleston, W. Va. 
Hearings by the Senate Antitrust subcommittee 
are slated for late June. In 1954 there were 106 
cities with separately owned daily newspapers. 
In 1964 there were approximately 66 such cities.

With spring brightening the countryside in most 
of the nation, more and more cars will be 
taking to the open road in the months ahead. 
Driving for pleasure is probably the nation’s 
most popular pastime, with good reason. 
But that inviting and peaceful-looking country 
road may be a highway that leads straight to 
the cemetery. 
Rural

dangerous in the nation, accident statistics 
show. 
The reasons are many: 
narrow lanes; poor 
pavement; inadequate, unsafe design of the 
roadway, and the absence of standard, 
w ell- 
maintained and uniform traffic signs. 
Recently, safety experts have zeroed in on 
yet another cause of accidents on rural roads. 
High-speed autos often share the 
roadway 
with slow-moving vehicles, chiefly tractors 
and other farm equipment. 
There are, by conservative estimates,

million slow-moving 
vehicles that operate

Researchers studying the problem 
have 
concluded that the drivers of other vehicles 
need a unique warning device to alert them 
to the presence of a slow-moving vehicle. 
To solve the problem, professors at 
Ohio 
State University developed a SMV emblem that 
now has been adopted as a standard by the 
National Safety Council, the American Society 
of Agricultural Engineers and other safety 
groups. 
The emblem consists of a 16-inch-wide tri­ 
angle with a yellow-orange fluorescent center 
and a red reflective border. The center portion 
“ glows” in daylight. 
After dark, the border, 
the same material used on reflective license 
plates and traffic signs, is visible at 2,000 
feet in the headlights of a car.

NEWSPAPERS, 
THEIR USE 
AND 
PRESERVATION 
The first of five workshops designed to help 
elementary and secondary schools improve their 
instruction through regular use of the 
daily 
newspaper in the classroom will be held at the 
University of Iowa, June 18-30. The two-week 
sessions are sponsored in this country by the 
American 
Newspaper Publishers Association 
and the National Council for the Social Studies. 
The second will be held at the University of 
California, Los Angeles, June 25-July 7; the 
third at Syracuse University, July 9-21, and the 
fourth at the University of Georgia, July 23- 
Aug. 4. 
A fifth, sponsored by the Canadian 
Daily Newspaper Publishers Association, will 
be held at the University of Waterloo, Ont., 
July 23-29. 
These will not be journalism seminars. Stan­ 
ford Smith, general manger of the AN PA Founda­ 
tion, says: 
“The focus of this program is to 
develop critical readers and better citizens, 
rather than to train writers.” 
In a somewhat related development, the pro­ 
posed “ Failing Newspaper Act” (S 1312) is 
beginning to move in the U.S. Senate. 
This 
would partially relieve newspapers from 
the 
antitrust laws by allowing two of them to use 
the same plant and business offices so long 
as they remained corporately and editorially 
separate. 
The measure arises from a Justice Depart­ 
ment suit against two Tucson newspapers which 
have been operating jointly since 1940. Papers 
which have combined plants in other cities 
are threatened - the cities include San Francisco, 
Honolulu, Eviusville, Ind., Fort Wayne, Shreve­ 
port, Albuquerque, Tulsa, Franklin and Oil City, 
Pa., Nashville, El Paso, Salt Lake City, and 
Charleston, W. Va. 
Hearings by the Senate Antitrust subcommittee 
are slated for late June. In 1954 there were 106 
cities with separately owned daily newspapers. 
In 1964 there were approximately 66 such cities.

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With spring brightening the countryside in most 
of the nation, more and more cars will be 
taking to the open road in the months ahead. 
Driving for pleasure is probably the nation’s 
most popular pastime, with good reason. 
But that inviting and peaceful-looking country 
road may be a highway that leads straight to 
the cemetery. 
Rural 
two-lane 
highways 
are the most 
dangerous in the nation, accident statistics 
show. 
The reasons are many: 
narrow lanes; poor 
pavement; inadequate, unsafe design of the 
roadway, and the absence of standard, 
well- 
maintained and uniform traffic signs. 
Recently, safety experts have zeroed in on 
yet another cause of accidents on rural roads. 
High-speed autos often share the 
roadway 
with slow-moving vehicles, chiefly tractors 
and other farm equipment. 
There are, by conservative estimates, 
12 
million slow-moving 
vehicles that operate 
regularly on the nation’s highways. 
A slow- 
vehicle (SMV) is defined as one 
that 
at speeds of less than 25 miles an 
moving 
travels 
hour. 
In a typical year, such vehicles are involved 
in 7,000 to 8,000 accidents, including about 
IOO fatalities and 1,600 to 1,800 non-fatal ac­ 
cidents. 
The total cost of such mishaps is 
estimated at $9 million annually. 
Researchers studying the problem 
have 
concluded that the drivers of other vehicles 
need a unique warning device to alert them 
to the presence of a slow-moving vehicle. 
To solve the problem, professors at 
Ohio 
State University developed a SMV emblem that 
now has been adopted as a standard by the 
National Safety Council, the American Society 
of Agricultural Engineers and other safety 
groups. 
The emblem consists of a 16-inch-wide tri­ 
angle with a yellow-orange fluorescent center 
and a red reflective border. The center portion 
“ glows” in daylight. 
After dark, the border, 
the same material used on reflective license 
plates and traffic signs, is visible at 2,000 
feet in the headlights of a car.

months ago today, Walt Disney 
died, leaving an entertainment 
empire 
without 
the 
creative 
force that shaped Its destinies 
or 40 evontful years. 
Walter Elias Disney had been 
the innovator and driving genius 
behind an enterprise that grew 
from Mickey Mouse cartoons to 
diversified 
entertainment 
for 
uncounted millions 
in 
almost 
every nation. 
To many observers, his loss 
seemed crucial to the company 
that he and brother Roy found, 
ed. Yet such was his restlessly 
forward.looking nature that his 
plans continue to propel the Dis­ 
ney em pire, and will for years.

Tragic April, 1865 


By Jim Dan Hill 
In the 
Commercial Appeal 
The First Weeks of April, 1865, 
are the saddest in the history 
of our Nation - North and South. 
For the States 
of 
the 
Con­ 
federacy, the handwriting was 
on the 
wall. 
But only a few 
were near enough to see the 
wall. 
M. H. Clark, chief 
clerk In 
the office of President Jeffer­ 
son Davis, could read the words. 
He spent 24 hours through the 
day and night of Saturday, 1 
April, 1865, sorting out papers. 
Some he destroyed. Others he 
packed. 
Sunday, 2 April, 
President 
and Mrs. Davts were attending 
services at St. Paul’s, Rich­ 
mond. 
Dr. C. F. E. Minne- 
gerode did not pause in his 
soothing sermon as a military 
aide entered with a note. But 
all eyes were on the aide. 
The note was for Mr. Davis. 
All of Lee’s reserves 
were 
in the defense lines. 
Grant 
was outflanking him south and 
west of Petersburg. 
Lee, to 
avoid being surrounded, re­ 
ported he was pulling out while 
he could. Richmond, capita] ol 
the Confederacy, was about to 
be lost. 
President Davis remembered; 
“I quietly rose and left 
the 
church . . .went to my office . . 
assembled the heads of the de­ 
partments . . .gave the needful 
instructions for our removal 
that night.” 
The daily newspaper, “Rich­ 
mond Whig” reported: 
“Sud­ 
denly the streets became filled 
with men . . .behind them ex­ 
cited negroes with trunks, bun­ 
dles and luggage . . .All over 
the city it was the same - wa­ 
gons, trunks, bandboxes . . ” 
Mr. M. H. Clark was indeed 
a forehanded office manager. 
The Government Train, Rich­ 
mond and Danville R.R. rolled 
late that evening, laden with 
the Confederate President, his 
cabinet, essential records and 
all the hard money of the en­ 
tire Treasury Department - 
$500,000 in $20 gold coins, 
bars of gold, ingots of silver, 
and Mexican coins. 
The train escort consisted of 
sixty boys, midshipmen from 
the Confederate Naval Academy 
school ship.

With victory in sight, there 
should have been joy in the 
North.

IN PUBLIC ADDRESSES re­ 
cently, the Assistant Attorney 
General in charge of the Anti­ 
trust Division of the Depart­ 
ment of Justice has been ar­ 
guing, in effect, that a large 
business in competition with a 
smaller company should not be 
allowed to spend more money on 
salesmanship and promotion of 
the merits of its products than 
the competitor is able to do. 
This is supposed to be a way 
to squelch 
“unfair 
competi­ 
tion” and to attempt to equa­ 
lize the economic status of com­ 
panies striving to get a larger 
part of the market. 
Actually, 
it is not less than the introduc­ 
tion of a technique of govern­ 
mental regulation which might 
be understandable in a social­ 
istic state but which comes as 
a surprise in a country that has 
faced so well without such to­ 
talitarian rules. 
For freedom of salesmanship 
has made possible the growth 
and success of the American 
system and to forbid the use of 
too large an amount of ingenuity 
could lead conceivably to a lim­ 
itation on the number or kind of 
inventions for which a company 
might acquire patents. Had such 
a restriction been applied in 
past decades, it might have been 
ruled that the airplens hould 
not be allowed to take business 
away from the railroads and 
that trucks should be permit­ 
ted to make only a limited use 
of the highways so as not to in­ 
jure 
competing 
methods 
of 
transporation. 
Might it not be contended also 
that a large company enjoys an 
unfair advantage in being able to 
employ a considerable amount 
of brain power—not only by en­ 
gaging many efficient execu­ 
tives but by increasing the num­ 
ber of salesmen — whereas the 
smaller company find it too 
expensive to hire as big a staff? 
“ UNFAIR COMPETITION” Is 
a phrase that has often been in­ 
terpreted in the past to mean 
the use of unfair devices, such 
as mirepresentatlon. 
It is a 
proper function of Government 
to ascertain whether any fraud­ 
ulent claims are made in eith­ 
er the spoke or written words 
of salesmanship In the promo­ 
tion of a product or service. 
But It Is certainly not “ un­ 
fair” to be more skillful or to 
use more Intensive sales meth­ 
ods than those of a competitor.

Thomas Clement 
Fletcher, 
who served as Missouri’s 18th 
governor during one of 
the 
state’s most perilous periods, 
was the state’s first 
native- 
born chief executive, the first 
Republican 
and, at 37, 
the 
youngest to be elected to the 
office. 
He was born 140 years 
ago 
at Herculaneum, the 
seat of 


Jefferson County, the descen­ 
dant of a Maryland slave - own­ 
ing family. At the age of 17 he 
went 
to work in the 
circuit 
clerk's office and on May 25, 
1846, he was appointed deputy 
cltcuit clerk. Three years la­ 
ter, at 22, he was elected c ir­ 
cuit clerk. 
He read law and in 1855 
he 
was admitted to the Missouri 
bar. 
A year later he became 
land agent for a railroad, moved 
to St. Louis and a short time 
later he and his 
brother-in- 
law, Louts J. Rankin, laid out 
the city of De Soto in Jeffer­ 
son County. 
The slavery question worried 
the young man. His family had 
owned slaves. He had t*en an 
ardent Benton Democrat but he 
made the break, joined the Re­ 
publican party, became an a r­ 
dent supporter of Abraham Lin­ 
coln and a delegate to the na­ 
tional Republican convention in 
1860. 
The Civil war had much to do 
with shaping his political future 
although this all came about in 
an oblique manner. 
He was appointed provost m ar­ 
shal - general at St. Louis at 
the start of the war. In 1862 he 


was a colonel in the 31st Mis­ 
souri infantry, wounded 
and 
captured at Chickasaw Bayou, 
December 29, 1862, 
confined 
to Libby prison and 
released 
In May 1863, on an exchange of 
prisoners 
He returned to his Missouri 
regiment and was present at the 
fall of Vicksburg and the battle 
of Chattanooga. While he com­ 
manded a brigade under Gen­ 
eral Sherman in the 
latter’s 
march through the South, 
the 
Radical 
Republicans ijau-k in 
Missouri nominated him as a 
candidate for governor. 
He became ill and Sherman re ­ 
leased him. He returned to Mis­ 
souri, recovered, organized two 
regiments and was 
second in 
command at Pilot Knob 
when 
Sterling 
Price’s dash across 
Missouri, 
recovered, 
o r­ 
ganized two regiments and was

Sterling 
Price’s dash 
across Missouri was 
delayed. 
Lincoln brevetted him 
a b ri­ 
gadier general. 
Fletcher had little time 
to 
campaign but it seemingly was 
not necessary. He carried Mis­ 
souri by a 42,000 
majority, 
2,000 more than President Lln- 
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coin’s majority, defeating Tho­ 
mas L. Price, a former lieu­ 
tenant governor and first mayor 
of Jefferson city. 
Fletcher said in his Inaugural 
address, “ In the name of truth, 
of justice, of freedom and 
of 
progress, God has permitted us 
a political 
triumph, bringing 
with it the 
solemn responsi­ 
bility of promoting those great 
principles by an enforcement of 
the fundamental law for secur­ 
ing the peace, happiness 
and 
prosperity of the people of the 
state. Being victorious every­ 
where, let 
magnaminlty 
now 
distinguish our action, 
and 
having nothing more to ask for 
party let us, 
forgetful of our 
past differences, seek only to 
promote the general good 
of 
the poeple of the 
whole com­ 
monwealth.” 
Although F letcher was a Radi­ 
cal Republican, he 
wasn’t as 
“ radical” as many believed. 
He felt that the new 
consti­ 
tution placed too many lim ita­ 
tions on the power of the peo­ 
ple, that some provisions might 


become inapplicable to a pro­ 
gressive people, that 
certain 
clauses discriminated against 
the Negroes and that the suf­ 
frage qualifications would dis­ 
enfranchise loyal men. 
A short time after taking of­ 
fice he recommended repeal of 
the odious test oath of loyalty 
as it applied to ministers, law­ 
yers, teachers and professional 
people. 
He 
reduced the state 
debt, 
raised taxes, improved the pub­ 
lic 
school 
system, drew the 
first general revenue appro- 
piratlon from the Legislature 
for the University of Missouri, 
recommended 
state training 
schools for teachers and sold 
railroads that had failed to pay

If they have in­ 
vested their money in a com­ 
pany which has sufficient brain 
power to gain more of the m ar­ 
ket, is the Federal Government 
justified in subsidizing the less 
fortunate group of stockholders 
of a competing 
company? Is 
“ risk capital” to be subject 
now to a further hazard — gov­ 
ernmental intervention? 
The main objective of Com­ 
munism is equalization, irre ­ 
spective of individual ability. 
The businesses in the Commun­ 
ist state are subject to the de­ 
crees of government which set 
the pay and allocate the mar­ 
kets in which products may be 
sold. 
Government regulation of bus­ 
iness in America has already 
begun to affect the national ec­ 
onomy. 
The Government uses 
its power to Influence prices, 
though there is no law author­ 
izing such a procedure.

This is supposed to be a way

tion" and to attempt to equa­ 
lize the economic status of com­ 
panies striving to get a larger 
part of the m arket. 
Actually, 
it is not less than the introduc­ 
tion of a technique of govern­ 
mental regulation which might 
be understandable in a social­ 
istic state but which comes as 
a surprise in a country that has 
faced so well without such to­ 
talitarian rules. 
For freedom of salesmanship 
has made possible the growth 
and su ccess of the American 
system and to forbid the use of 
too large an amount of ingenuity 
could lead conceivably to a lim ­ 
itation on the number or kind of 
inventions for which a company 
might acquire patents. Had such 
a restriction 
been applied in 
past decades, it might have been 
ruled that the airplens hould 
not tie allowed to take business 
away from the railroads and 
that trucks stiould be perm it­ 
ted to make only a limited use 
of the highways so as not to in­

which give financial support. 
Robert Alley, a professor at 
the University of Richmond, said 
a school’s accreditation is en­ 
dangered when a convention at­

tion ." 
Tile contention was disputed 
by some of the 300 Baptists at­

seat of 


Jefferson County, the descen­ 
dant of a Maryland slave - own­ 
ing family. At the age of 17 he 
went 
to work in the 
circuit 
cle rk 's office and on May 25, 
1846, he was appointed deputy 
cltcuit clerk. 
Three years la ­ 
te r, at 22, he was elected c ir ­ 
cuit clerk. 
He read law and in 1855 
he 
was admitted to the 
M issouri 
bar. 
A year later he became 
land agent for a railroad, moved 
to St. Louis and a short time 
later he and his 
brother-in- 
law, Louts J . Rankin, laid out 
the city of De Soto In Je ffe r ­ 
son County. 
The slavery question worried 
the young man. His fam ily had 
owned slaves. He had t»een an 
ardent Benton Democrat blithe 
made the break, Joined the R e­ 
publican party, became an a r ­ 
dent supporter of Abraham Lin­ 
coln and a delegate to the na­ 
tional Republican convention in 
1860. 
The Civil war had much to do 
with shaping his political future 
although this all came about In 
an oblique manner. 
He was appointed provost m ar­ 
shal - general at St. Louis at 
the start of the war. In 1862 he 


was a colonel in the 31st M is­

Widows 
Haunted 
By Fire 


EDITOR'S NOTE— Just when 
they think the pain is finally 
fading, it comes back to hurt 
again. And then the everlasting, 
lonely nights start over. They 
are the widows— and the

phans— of 12 firemen who per­ 
ished Oct. 17, 1966, in the worst 
tragedy in the history of the 
New 
York 
Fire 
Department. 
Fathers Day is June 18, but in 
12 New York homes, at least, 
the usual gaiety will be absent.

“ It’s a 
strange feeling, thinking 
he's

he’ll be home. Then the night 
comes and the house is quiet.

And Virginia Hlggens knows 
he never will. 
Walter 
Higgens, 
battalion 
chief, New York City Fire De­ 
partment, died last Oct. 17 with 
11 other firemen in the worst 
tragedy in the department’s his­ 
tory. 
In tiie boiling black smoke 
and the stench of burning chem­ 
icals, the weakened floor of a 
75-year-old 
building 
collapsed 
into an incinerating fire, drop­ 
ping the men in after it. 
The block-long scar of gutted 
buildings at Broadway ami 22nd 


Street 
has 
long 
since 
been 
healed by bulldozers and cov­ 
ered over with an asphalt park­ 
ing lot. 
But for 12 widows and 36 chil­ 
dren, the pain cannot be pushed 
away or covered over. 
“ It's the way they died, that’s 
what keeps you awake," said 
Mrs. Joseph Priore. “ That was 
the 
hardest 
adjustment 
to 
make." 
Jeanette Kaminsky, who lost 
her husband, Rudolph, after 15 
years of marriage, has found 
some comfort in her two daugh­ 
ters, Glorlanne, 12, and Rose 
Marie, 13, who have done their 
best to make the 
adjustment 
easier. 
“ Rose Marie isn't the type to 
break down, but every once in a 
while she goes to her room and 
closes the door," Mrs. Kamin­ 
sky said. “ It got to Glorlanne 
too. Her father used to have pet 
names for her and once, by mis­ 
take, 
I called her by one of 
those names. She said, ‘Mom­ 
my, please don’t call me that. 
That was 
Daddy’s 
name 
for 
me.’ 
“ They hear in school what 
their 
friends

home and tell me. That’s when I 
can see their misery although 
they 
try to hide it

Daniel Rey, 26, was a proba­ 
tionary fireman who 
followed 
his father and older brother into 
the department. He had never 
been called out on a big fire be­ 
fore. 
For eight months, 
Virginia 
Rey has been haunted by the 
question, “ How did he know?" 
She recalled: “ He used to say 
to me, ‘You know honey, I know 
that when the first 
big 
fire 
comes, I won’t come home. I 
know I’ll never come back.’ He 
knew he was going to die in the 
Fire Department. 
“ The night of the fire his 
mother called him at the fire 
house. He told her, ‘Nothing big 
has happened yet but I have the 
feeling it’ll be tonight.

Thousands sent their checks 
and their d o llars and their coins 
to help ease the financial c risis.

sands of people, there also was 
a share of sick ones, the type 
who make anonymous, profane 
and insulting telephone calls.

For Marie Reilly and Dorothy
